Higher Telephone Rates 
For "Good Service" 
Imperative Says Co. 

Pointing out that additional 
revenue is imperative to good 
service in Kentucky, the South- 
ern Bell Telephone Compa- 
ny has filed new schedule of 
rates with the State Public Serv- 
ice Commission to become ef- 
fective July 16 under the pro- 
visions of State statutes. 

M. McAlister, Kentucky 
Manager, announced that the re- 
pricing of service is required "to 
meet today's costs and assure a 
financially sound company capa- 
ble of rendering the kind of serv- 
ice Kentucky needs and wants." 

He revealed that the Compa- 
ny's activities for continued good 
and expanding service have re- 
quired expenditure of about 
$20,000,000 for construction of 
new . facilities in the 2Vi years 
since January 1. 1946, and that 
an aditional $50,000,000 of new 
construction will be required ir 
the next few year*. The State 
Manager emphasized, however 
that continuing this improve- 
ment and expansion work de- 
pend* upon the Company's earn 
ing* being sufficient to attract 
the necessary new capital. 
Em.rg.ncr Relief in 1947 
The telephone rates in effect 
in Kentucky today are the emer- 
gncy rate* established by the 
Public Service Commission last 
year, after Southern Bell had re- 
quested only partial relief on an 
emergency basis. The emergen- 
cy rates were not intended or 
expected to provide the earnings 
needed for a sound telephone 
company, capable of continuing 
on with good and dependable 
service, Mr. McAlister said. 

H continued: "In addition to 
the fact that only emergency 
relief wa* involved last year, the 
earnings under those rate* have 
been lowered by continued cost 
Increases. Even with last year'p 
rate Increases, revenue Increase? 
since 1939 have not kept pace 
with the Increases in expenses 
me* now being 149% above 
1939 and expense* 182'/,. 

'The overall effect of all 
factors is that Southern Bell's 
earnings in Kentucky at present 
are running much too low to 
attract the capital needed to keep 
the Comnany sound and the serv- 
ice good and dependable. The 
present earnings are only about 
on the millions of dollarr 
ited in telephone facilities 
providing service in the state.'

DDT SPRAYS RID 

HOUSE OF MOTHS 

To rid the house of clothes 
moths, two thorough spraying 
applications of the insecticide, 
DDT, should be made each year, 
one of them in June or July. 
Entomologists at the College of 
Agriculture and Home Economics, 
University of Kentucky, recom- 
mend that a five per cent solu- 
tion be used on walls, baseboards 
and floors of closets, on floors 
under rugs or carpets, or where - 
ever lint collects. Wool clothing, 
blankets and rugs can be pro- 
tected for a period of several 
months by spraying with a two 
per cent DDT solution. Copies of 
Circular 438, "Recommendations 
for Using DDT," may be had 
from offices of farm or home 
ts, or from the college, Lex-

BEAR BEETLES 

The beetles that annually at- 
tack beans have behaved errati- 
cally this spring because the 
season was spotty. Late in April 
occurred several hot days during 
which both the "general feeders" 
(those that make roundish holes 
in bean leaves) as well as the 
Mexican beetle emerged and gave 
the early beans some trouble. 
Then came cooler weather that 
drove these insects back and per- 
haps killed some, but later warm 
weather has brought the Mexican 
beetle, though in lesser numbers 
than usual. This very fact may 
mislead some gardeners to re- 
gard these few even more lightly 
than usual, and they may suffer 
for it later. At whatever stage 
the larvae (those spiny fellows) 
are, and no matter how few, they 
I carry the threat of a numerous 
I second generation, and should be 
| stopped.

LADINO CLOVER AGAIN 

Not long ago I said in this 
column that I hadn't gone head 
over heels for Ladino clover as 
an all-purpose pasture and soil 
builder. I'm not doing so now, 
but today's report should in- 
terest farmers all over the State. 

Roscoe Stitt, head of a co- 
operative livestock marketing 
concern in Evansville, has 450 
acres of Ladino, 405 acres of it 
with orchard grass, 45 acres with 
31 fescue. It is the lushest large 
pasture layout I ever saw, partic- 
ularly the Ladino and orchard 

In the same neighborhood I 
saw the same kind of land that 
Mr. Stitt had at the beginning. 
Most of it was yellow clay. 
Thickets grew on the better 
spots, the rest of the ground pro- 
duced nothing but scattered scrub 
bushes and a few dewberry vines. 

Mr. Stitt cleared the thickets, 
filled the gullies, then applied 
lime and fertilizer abundantly. 
The chemicals were rather costly, 
but our farmer knew the invest- 
ment would pay off. He sowed 
one pound of Ladino seed to the 
acre, with the grasses. In two 
years, after one year of reced- 
ing, the Ladino was so thick you 
would have to claw it with your 
fingers to get down to the soil 
The soil treatment had about the 
same effect upon the orchard 
grass. The grass was almost up 
to my shoulders, and I'm six feet 
one. Every Kentucky farmer in- 
tending to sow Ladino should 
consult his county agent, of 
course. 

Stitt, who raises or fattens out 
sheep exclusively, likes orchard 
grass much better than fescue for 
his own purpose, but does not 
condemn fescue as a grass for 
poor land and as a topsoil holder. 

Ladino is nothing more, so far 
as I can see, than a large variety 
of white clover. Th» growth on 
the Stitt farm averages about 12 
inches. There were 700 sheep in 
one 30-acre field, and Mr. Stitt 
said he hadn't seen them in a 
month. It would take a rabbit 
hunter to find them in the tall 
orchard grass.

the feeding is done. One pound 
of dust should cover 300 feet of 
bean row, and one gallon of 
spray, 200 feet. 

Almost no matter how carefully 
the rotenone is applied, a second 
generation will start about 30 
days after the first, and gardeners 
should keep alert for the first 
egg clusters, and immediately 
apply insecticide. As egg-laying 
proceeds for about 10 days, a 
second application should be 
made then to surround the last 
egg-clusters that may have been 
laid on leaves that were put out 
during that time. 

In 30 days again, a third gene- 
ration may start, but happily the 
warm weather that should have 
come by then interferes some- 
what with egg-hatching. But 
vigilance should be kept, and for 
safety's sake, rotenone applied on 
the sa me schedu le as given above.
